HE Town of Deerpark was settled by the whites in 1690. The first settlers 
given by Gumaer (see Gumaer’s History of Deerpark, page 20) were 
Jacob Cuddeback, Thomas Swartwout, Anthony Swartwout, Bernardus 

Swartwout, Peter Gumaer, John Tyse and David Jamison. Others soon fol- 
lowed whose names will appeaz in the Civil List. A large number of their de- 
scendants still continue to reside in the Neversink and Delaware Valleys. 

The northwestern part of the preseut town of Deerpark was formerly in- 
cluded within the Town of Mamakating, in the County of Ulster. But little is 
known of the persons holding office in the present Town of Deerpark prior to 
1799, except what may be found in Gumaer’s History of Deerpark. The near- 
est Justice of the Peace resided at Rochester, Ulster County, being about 40 
miles northeast of Huguenot (see Gumaer’s History, page 30.) Deerpark 
formed a part of the old Town of Minisink from 1791 to 17¢48. In 1798 it was 
set off trom Minisink, and included within tts boundaries the present Town of 
Deerpark and the Town of Calhoun. In 1825 Calhoun was set off from Deer- 
park. In 1833 the name was changed to Mount Hope. 

Gumaer, in his History of Deerpark, page 136, says: ‘Inthe year 1792 I 
was Constable and Collector of the old Town of Mamakating, in Ulster County, 
which then extended from the old County line near the present dwelling house 
of Philip Swartwout and son, about 20 miles northeasterly and from Shawan- 
gunk Kill northwesterly about 45 miles to or beyond Cochecton and included 
that part of the present Town of Deerpark, Mount Hope, Mamakating, Forest— 
burgh, Lumberland and Cochecton. The Town was divided into two districts, 
of which mine was the laryvest. and the amount of tax I had to collect was 
$37.56." The Town of Deerpark constitutes about one-fifth of the territory 
mentioned by Gumaer, which made the tax of Deerpark $7.31. One hundred 
years later (1890) the taxes collected in the Town of Deerpark for all purposes 
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was about $50,000.

Justices of the Peace. 

Persons that acted as Justices of the 
Peace before the Town was organized 
between 1690 and 17,8, and when it 
was partly included in the County of 
Ulster, and during the time the State 
Line was in dispute, and when New 
Jersey claimed jurisdiction to the old 


ee ate 
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County Line that passed; through the 
Town of Deerpark. about where the 
Oil Pipe line now runs. 

Jacobus (James) Van Auken was the 
first Justice of the Town and could 
neither read nor write at the time of 
his appointment, his daughter-in-law 
acted as his clerk, and did his writing. 
He received his commission from the 
State of New Jersey, and resided in the 
lower neighborhood of Deerpark. 


Between 1770 and 1780 James Ben- 
net, who resided in Montague, Sussex 
County, N. J., performed the duties of 
Justice of the Peace and exercised 
jurisdictionin the Town of Deepark 
and up the Delaware River as far as 
Cochecton. 

The persons filling the office of Jus- 
tice of the Peace prior to 1812 are de- 
scribed by Peter E. Gumaer in his His- 
tory of Deerpark as follows :—At page 
166, “ Benjamin Depuy and Philip 
Swartwout, Esquires, officiated as Jus- 
tices of the Peace for the County of 
Ulster before the Revolution was com- 
menced, and Anthony Van Etten and 
Solomon Kuykendall, Esquires, offici- 
ated as Justices of the Peace for the 
County of Orange, also before the 
commencement of the war, how long 
previous thereto I cannot determine, 
but think they must have come into 
office after the French war ended, and 
before the year.1770. After the de- 
cease of Swartwout, Van Auken and 
Van Etten, which occurred inthe time 
of the war, Harmonious Van Inwegen 


became a Justice of the Peace of the 
County of Ulster and Levi Van Etten 
of Orange County. The former was a 
resident of the old Town of Mamakat- 
ing, and the latter of the former Town 
of Minisink. Afterwards Peter G, 
Cuddeback became a Justice of the 
Peace of Ulster County and officiated 
until he removed to Cayuga County.

The germ of the Free School Sys- 
tem was brought from Holland and 
first planted in America by the settlers 
of New Amsterdam. 

The colony was directed in the char- 
ter granted to the ‘ West India Com- 


geon in 
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pany ” in 1621, “ to find speedy means 
of maintaining a clergyman and a 
schoolmaster.” That this direction 
was not a dead letter appears from the 
fact that in 1625, two years after the 
colony was first established, a school 
was maintained by the company at 
New Amsterdam at an expense of 360 
florins. 

The early settlers of the Neversink 
Valley were principally the descend- 
ants of these same sturdy Hollanders 
who had settled New Amsterdam and 
the valley of the Hudson, and almost 
their first care was tre establishment of 
Schools for the education of their chil- 
dren. 

These schools were never entirely 
free schools until the reorganization 
of the districts under the Preewschoal 
act of 1856. 

The schools of Port Jervis came un- 
der the provisions of this act in Janu— 
ary, 1862, and Union Free School Dist- 
rict, No. 1, Town of Deerpark was 
formed by addition of parts of Dist- 
ricts Nos. 8 and 13. The district was 
further enlarged by legislative enact- 
ments in 1866 and 1867, 

As this is the only Union Free School 
District in the Town of Deerpark, the 
following lists of Presidents of its 
Board of Education, Superintendents 
of Schools, principle teachers in the 
Academic Department and graduates 
of the Academy are given.
